THE CALL TO CHINA. 


| settlement 


+] Roing to take, 


Tn this cohunmn “4 Saturday, we hed something to say 
about the results of the Washington Conference so far as 
they affected China, with particular reference to well- 
informed Chinese opinion on the subject. Seeing that the 
Conference decisions respecting China were amongst the 
Most iroportant issues dealt with at Wasbington and that 
our hopes for the opening of a new era in the Oriental 
repeblic must largely depend on the manner in which those 
decisions are observed; 2 few more observations on what 
the Washington deliberations imply regarding this great 
eastern country will not be out of place. Undoubtedly 
one of the biggest problems that had to be faced was. the 
Shantung issue. but that, bappily. has been disposed of in 
a manner acceptable to the Chinese delegates. 

But there was a mass'of other Chinese problems which 
received the attention of the Conference. These included 
the * Open Door.” Chineze territorial integrity and 
political independence, extra-territoriality and the tariff 
question. We have.uot the space to go into these matters 
in detail, but regarding the “Open Door” it may be em- 
phasised that the Powers restated certain self-denying 
principles and in additinn agrzed to the establishment of a 
board of referenceand review, to which controversies arising 

. out of foreign concessions may be submitted for investiga- 
tionand report. This board will not. however, have jurisdic- 
tior over existing concessions. It may be said that certain 
of the resolutions passed in regard to the “ Open Door” 
issne merely embody a principle which the nations have 
long recognised in theory but violated in fact. We fear 
there is some ground for that assertion. But there has now 
been set up certain machinery which will supplement. past 
policies. If the new board of reference becomes a reality, 
not a dead letter, and an agency for the enforcement of 
principles which are admittedly to China's benefit, then 
much will have been gained by.the Washington Con- 
ference. " . 

What we have said regarding the ‘ Open Door’ de- 
cisions will apply equally to the minor commissions set up 
by the Conference. A fair study of the judicial system 
and « fair investigation of the tariff question can and 
should, as one writer recently observed, bs made the start- 
ing point for a revival of Chinese rights and liberties, 
The whole point about the Wastington decisions is that 
they have aimed at establishing facilities by which China 
may be induced to kelp herself. But the occasion calls 
very largely for self-salvation by China. Otbers vap help, 
but, as oue of the leading American journals recently ex- 
pressed it: ‘In the long run, the rehabilitation of China 
must come through her own efforts, through the restoration 
of a unified Chinese Government, followed by the increased 
prestige as against the outside world which such a unified 
Government willexercisg.”” © © se

If 
it decides for tranquillity, De 
Valera & Co. basoma minor 
figures. Presiden: Griffiths has 
vetoed tha canvention, but appar- 
ently the F.R.A. will persist in its 
athempt to “establishanex cutive 
of the Army,” which suggests 
that the purpose is not openly to 
oppose the new Irish Free State, 
but to dominate it from within, 
which might boas bad. The en- 
sulog weeks are likely to witness 
atast between resson and bigotry. 


For Seclusion-Seekers.
